The basic communications systems of East Germany, Czechoslovakia, 
Hungary and Poland (West of Warsaw) are well developed; facilities 
in the remaining countries scarcely meet current domestic needs 0 

The plans of Czechoslovakia, Hungary and Poland all provide for 
expansion of interurban telephone circuit capacity. This increased 
capacity la to be provided by microwave radio relay facilities and 
coaxial cables; these may also be used for network television 
purposes.
